NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


The death of Dr. Pusey deprives the Church of England of a distinguished 
ornament and Jewish literature of a munificent patron, It was entirely owing 
tothe generous aid of Dr. Pusey that Dr. Neubauer’s valuable catena of 
ltabbinical commentaries on Isaiah liii, was published and more receutly Mr. 
Collins's edition of the “ Books of the Oxny,” of Rabbi Moses of England, Was 
subventioned by the veteran Professor of Hebrew at Oxford. Tothe world at 
large De, Pasey was more widely known as 4 theologian than as a Hebrew 
scholar,and as the leader of the historic movement in the Church of England 

he has left behind him marked traits of a wide and deep influence on the national 
establishment. For many reasons the “ Puseyite ’ movement of the last half- 
century is of interest to Jews bat chiefly because it runs parallel with a similar 
line of thought within the ranks of Judaism, While the Reform movement is 
aptly paralleled in England by the Broad Church, the party of Development, 
as the Tractarians may be fairly called, corresponds in some respects to the widely 


spreading party in Jadaism which seeks in history the key to our faith. Zanz 


and the Breélau school may be termed the Paseyites of Judaism, while, in his 
advanced age, scholastic attainments, and literary activity, Dr. Pusey may bo 
termed the Zanz of Anglicanism. The chief literary production of the Regius 
Professor which concerns Jews is his voluminous commentary on the Minor 
Prophets, which is in many ways remarkable for vast .erudition of an 
old-fashioned school. Dr. Pasey was a firm adherent of the “ typical” theory 
of the Old Testamént exegesis which saw in every word of of the Prophets some 
foreshadowing of an incident in the life of Jesus, Tue scholarly world has 
nowadays grown out’of this utterly uatenable position and Dr. Pasey, will 
probably be the last of the Christian symbolists.. He died full of years and 
honour, and his figure will always be a remarkable one in the critical times of 
the Anglican movement, English Jews can lay their tribute of deep respect for 
learniog and sincerity on the grave of this leader of. men. 


We are gtad to find from Mr. Montefiore’s letter in reply to our criticiems 
that he is not so consistent es we had first given him credit for being. Heuobends 
from the porition of rigid rationaliam in many important points, though it 
appears to us that his submission to compromise is a somewhat grudging one. 
We scarcely see how he would retain the inspiration of the Bible in any sense 
that deserves that name if he still thinks that “ Reformed Judaism does not hold 
itself responsible for, and bound by, every utterance and every law in the Bibli- 
cal canon.” Again, though he may personally grant that the abolition of 
Lebrew in our ritual is not possible just at present, yet he recognizes in hig 
article “that such an abolition would be in harmony with reform principles,” 
And, even after his explanation, we fail to seo what other reasons he can give 
for the “ denationalisation of Judaism,” unless for tho purpose of wore exten- 
sive proselytism.  Unitariane, so run his new views ov intermarriage, might 
jntermarry with Jews “if they will accept the fall Jewish faith in ite totality 
of belief and practice.” But if Jewish “ practice” on Reform principles retains 
anything distinctively Jewish, whet becomes of the “ universalism ” which is 
to be the fundamental idea of the New Judaism? Still we do not care to 


exatuine too closely into the reasons by which Mr. Montefiore defends the modi- - 


fications of bis original views; the principal outcome is that much that is 
‘\ distinctively Jewish ’ re-appears in the newest version of the New Judaisin, 
We do not attach so much importance to consistency as Mr, Montefiore would 
probably do; it is by compromise or adaptat ion to the environment that belicf, 
become operative in practical life, and we recognize gladly a retura to vitality 


in this abandonment on the part of Mr. Montetiore of his thorough-going | 


theorising. 


In the last paragraph of his letter Mr, Montefiore alvances from defe nee 
to defiance. We had contended that his position had been outflanked by the 
advanced thought of the age which recogaises the claims of the past and sup- 
-plemenis the Rationalism of the last century by the Nationalism of this,

Mr. Montefiore does not see that Reformed Judaism is at variance with Nation 
alisin, but contends that Orthodox Judaism is at variance with Reason. Tais 
is a contention we cannot allow, It Mr. Montefiore bad read some articles on 
* Jewish Law and Modern Life,” which appeared recently in our columns, he 
would find, we venture to think, reasons for holding that there is as much 
cpnortanity for progress in Orthodox Judaism as in the moet “ advanced 
Reform.” Qaly the reform that we advocate is reform on historic lines and 
undertaken in agrecment with constituted authority, whereas the radical reforms 
on his new. principles co:pletely break with history, and, as we have before 
contended “ bear the stamp of nineteenth ceatury religious opinions,” and in all 
probability will disappear with the century that gave rise to thea, :

who will be received outside the “ prison-house.” Every Russian Jow who is 
aided to leave Russia is relieved from a bondage which is but little removed 


from that suffered by our ancestors in Egypt. 


Dr. Richardson, in his very interesting account of the Jewish race in Eng- 
land, makes a great deal of the existence of a “ mixed multitade” of Celtic- 
Semitic stock. We cannot imagine whence he obtained this idea. Surely ho is 
not a convert to the Lost Ton Tribes theory, Or is it possible that he has been 
misled by the views of the Rev. M, Morgolioath, who thought he bad discovered 
traces of Jews in Cornwall? If the latter alternative be the correct explanation 
we should recommend Dr. Richardson to read Prof. Max Miiller’s essay “ Are 
there Jews in Cornwall ?” which utterly disposes of avy such possibility. The 
mere evidence of facial types cannot be sufficient to decide the point, and if the 
existence of names akin to the Jowish be the test it is an utterly fallacious one, 
as was shown in-the case of Martha Jacobs, the ancestress of Mr. John Bright. 
We should like to have the Doctor's views on this subject substantiated at more 


length than in his essay in Fraser's Magazine. 


In the Reform Synagogues in America it is the general custom for tho 
worshippers on the Day of Atonement to attend the Temples, as they aro 
called, with bonquets of flowers and the approaches to some of the Temples are 
crowded with flower sellers.

* COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 
TO-THE EMTOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,-My_ object in once more addressing -you on the suliject of 
ei lonization in Palestine, is not to disconrage philanthropists, who are 
Te} ared Lo subscribe the recs ssary funds and to undertake the responsi tility 
of attempting to establish Jewish agricaltaral communities in Byria and 
lalestine under existing conditions, bat: to prevent the poorer classes of 
iSastern Jews from being mis'ed by the too sanguine views of those of their 


coreligionists, who, from interested or other motives, are endeavouring to 


obtain money from them in order to carry out this idea. The attitade of the 
Turkish Government remains absolutely hostile to any sach colonization. 
Hence, it has not only excluded Talestitie, but Syria from the operation of 


the Colonization Law of 1865, which lays down the conditions under which. 


foreigners are permitted to colonize the Government lands of the Empire, 
copy of which I sent you not long since, and which has appeared in your 
paper, 

Tlic Porte has ‘verbally consented recently to allow this law to apply to 
Mesopotamia, the Orontes Valley, and the province of Adana, in Asia 
Minor,. as it did before that consent, and asit dors at this moment to all 
other parts of the Saltan’s dominions, This is the'entire extent of the con- 
cession which has been obtained hitherto, and it only rests upon ministerial 
assurancves, of the valae of which I have had much experience. In other 
words, it simply confirms a permission which has been in ‘existence ever 
since 1865. No Firman, Iradé or other decument bearing the Sultan’s 
signature, which would be the only guarantee yalid enough safely to act upon, 
has been obtained, 

I mention this because I understand that efforts are being made by 
Jews in Roumania to induce the to subseribe mon for thie purpose 
of obtaining a lirman which is said to have been promised them by the 
Sultan, authorizing them to colonize Syria and Palestine» No such Firman 
has been promised by His Majesty, who has, on the contrary, distinctly 
refused to grant one. If it lad been, money to obtain it would not now 
be necessary.’ Promises from other quarters «mean only backsheesh, and 
persons subscribing in the hope that they will be fulfilled are simply being 
tetimized, 


| would, therefore, strongly dissuade any Russian or Roumanian Jews 
from contributing money in the hope of thereby obtaining an Imperial. per- 
mission to settle in the region specially excluded from the operation of the 
law of 1865, They require no such permission should they desire to settle 
clsewhere under that law, and take ‘all therisks. 

It remains to be seen whether the colonies now about to be placed upon 
lands purchased in the names of private individuals.in Syria and Palestine 
will be allowed to -be established without opposition. from the Government. 
I stncerely trast that such may prove to be the case, but it. woald be wise 
for Jews who ‘desire, notwithstanding the risks incidental to the present 
political crisis in the East, to emigrate into those provinces, to watch the 
success of these experiments before embarking upon others of .a similar 
bature,

Sin —(Quaestions are raised in this month's Contemporary Review by Mr. 
Claude Montefiore about the Jewish religion which are of vital interest to the 
present generation. la your leading article of the 8:h inst... you refer to these 
questions as * The New Judaism ” and you entertain grave feara for the futuro 
of our religion should that “ New Judaiem ” be adopted by the young in our 


midst. Permit me to make some comment on your observations and upon the 
atticle which gave rise to them. 


It may appear to you a contradiction in terms when I say that, [ eudoras 
the propositioos you lay down about the necessity for historical continuity and 
the danger of dissensions in a religions community 80 small as our own and that 
at the samo time I am in sympatiby with the objects of the article you 
contest, 

To assert that Judaism is a ‘tribal religion” is either the statement of 
ignorance, or a misunderstanding of the subject. I need not say that I agree 
with Mr, Montefiore that, Judaism is not tribal but universal, bat 1 should not 
think it necessary to consult the leader of any party or the writings of any 
modern critic to satisfy my conviction. In the firat place, Jadaism is not the 
varying opinions of modern thought; it is something which was proclaimed 
more than three thousand years ago. The record of it is in the possession of 
all Jewish congregations. and is open as day for the instraction of mankiad. 
There is no mystery about Judaisn and tiere is vothiog in it which appeals. to 
any one race Of men more thaa to another. This is why it is essentially a 
universal religion. Ite universality dues not depend upon the opinions of 
those who are born in it, nor upon the many adverse conditions which have 
inflaeuced their history ; it reste solely in the essence of ita divine teaching, 
We know that the sacred literature which contains ths principles of our_faith 
cuutains also a ceremonial law and civil polity, and we know that these 
three things have bedn and are coastantly confownded ona with the other. I 
is obvious that the civil laws of a -particular state are not necessarily to be the 
laws of any other state any more than they can operate when that state no 
longer exis's. Ff the Jewish religion had beeninseparable from the Jewish polity 
it would bave fallen when Judea was conquered. Bat the Jewish religion 
existed before there was a Jewish polity and it exists after - it, 
the sime yeeterday, to-day, aad for ever. It is independent of 
place, time, or state, becauss it is eternal truth. Tne fact that we have 
to learn our religion from the sams collection of writings which coatains the 
civil code of. our once national life bas led and does lead to some confusion, 
but with proper discrimination, I cannot see why it should. There are numbers 
of men who have literally uaderstood ths Jewish religion to msaa the practice 
of ceremonial, civil rites, aid hygienic laws. Tosay haves miasad ths. primary 
laws of God concerning their spiritual relation to Him. We fiad this in our 
own day and we observe it io the history of the past. Isaiah reprove! his 
people for thas misunderstanding Judaism. 
other prophets deplored and bowailed tue misconstruction that was put upoa 
our religion, 


In what I have said I do not question the political and social valuo of the 
laws that governed ancient Judea. Indeed, many of them, especially the 
sanitary ones might be beneficial to most modern States. I. contend 
only that these. things, connected though they are with the -race - of 
Israel by history and circumstance, are not the religion of Ierast; for 


they ore not religion at all in the sense ‘in. which our prophets speak. . 
of religion. 


It may be that many of us cling to the practice of laws 
which we think excellent. We may be able to observe them without iaterfer- 
ing with our obligations to the State to which we now belong. Bat all this is 
separate and distinct from the Jewish religion. Let aay man tura to oar 
Pentateuch and enquire from it, what is the Jewish religion ? Toe very first 
thing he will fiad is that God is the creator and Father of all men, and that maa 
has in him something which is akia to the Highest. In this description of man’s 
nature he will fiad no barrier between one group of men and another. Here at 
once are human brotherboed and sympathy upon which all religion turns. Le 


will there discover that the relations between God and man, and maa and man, 


are based on the ideas of truth, lova, and eqaity.. He will raad that. perfect . 


He will learn 


ciples of Judaism, Later on the reader of the Pentateuch will learn that, the 
existence of Jews in any sense which eeparates them from other mon is only 
similar to the existence of teachers as separate from pupils. In other words the 
Jews live on as the “ witnesses” and disce ninators of those universal priaciples. 
This is what is meant by the Divine election of Israel. | | | 
Personally, I must confess it is difficult to conceive what Jows wall them- 
selves apart for if not with the object of disseminating their religion, It may 
be that they are prevented doing so for long periods of time by oppression and 
want of freedow, but it cannot be that such exclusiveness is anything but a 
temporary condition, however protracted.

NOTES FROM NASSAU. 


— 


[PROM OCB LEIPSIC CORRESPONDENT. | 


EMS, SEPTEMDER, 1582, 

Seeing that you lately inserted a report from Carlsbad, let me follow suit 
and send you one from thie equally renowned watering-place, renowned for ite 
truly beneficial waters, and, in theee later times, for the celebrated rebuff given 
by the now Emperor of Germany to Benedetti, an event which was pregnant 
with euch momentous consequences both for France and Germany and is daly, 
thongh simply, commemorated by a marble slab with a brief inscription, laid 
down on the epot where the Emperor then stood, and was addressed by the 
French Ambaseador. Neverthelees, I was pleased to notice that, differing herein 
from Norderney and Kissengen, where | in former sears happened to epend the 
Sedan-day, no public commemoration of that day took place here, the authori- 
ties wisely jadging Ems to be an internationa! watering-place, and any euch 
eclebration inappropriate here, as it would certainly give offence to their 
French visitors. Only the school-children marched in procession, chanting 
patriotic songs, and the preachers in charch and synagogue alladed to 
the anniversary in their sermons. Pat these are matters. with which your 
colnmns can have no concern. I mention them only as a preamble. to what I 
have to say on the truly international and inter-confessional, if I may coin snch 
a term, character of this place. 

On first taking up the visitors’ list I was at once strack by the gratifying 
sight, without parallel in any other watering-place, that in the bi-weekly enu- 
meration of the authorities of Ems the District Rabbi, Dr. Hockstidter, is 
mentioned on a par with the other heals of the town. Eqaally eo is the hospital 
for the poor ; Jews and Christians, aye, members of any nationality or confession 
are admitted alike, and kosher food is provided for our coreligioniste by the 
hospital authoritier. In fact, Protestante, Catholics, and Jews live here in per- 
fect ‘harmony, and, as I am told, there is no anti-Semitic feeling whatever, 
or, if any such may be larking in some intolerant bosoms, it dare not -exhibit 
itself. 

The congregation consists now of forty families, and the synagogue hav- 
ing therefore beeome too emall for them, they intend. enlarging it. The 
necessary fands, however, are lacking, and an appeal to the Jewish visitors of 
the place was therefore inserted in the advertisement sheet. of the visitor's list 
a few days since soliciting contributions. 

The harmony prevailing here among the three persuasions may be due 
to the aubject of alecture which Dr. Hockstilter, delivered some time ago in 


the Mendelsechn Verein at Frankfort-on-the-Main and has since been published. . 


Ite tithe ia “ Zor Versohnang der positiven Religionen. und irher Bekenner “ 
(Reconciliation of the positive Religions and their Professors). This brief, but 
able, summary of what Judaism, Christianity, and Mahommedaniem bave in com- 
mon and in what they differ, is the District Labbi’s contribution to the solation 
of the anti-Semitic question. But, althoug!ir he learnedly and without any sophis- 
try shows that all that is good and of aniversal application in the two latter 
religions has ite origin in Jadaiam, and that where they depart from the latter 
it is only for deterioration ; yet it strikes one, after perusing the lectare, that its 
anthor has shot beside the mark in thus endeavouring to combat anti-Semitism. 
This banefal and disgracefol movement never in reality concerned itself with, 
or aimed ite eshafte at Judaism and its doctrines, but at the Jews, as the envied 
race, or rather clase, of the German population, envied for their success in the 
ommercial and professional walks of life. Before dismissing Dr. Hocketiiter's 
. ecture, let me not omit to mention a good tritical conjectare of his touching the 
passage in the so-called Sermon on the Mount, where Jesas says to his disciples -

THE EMIGRATION MOVEMENT IN ROUMANTA. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT |. 
JASSY, Sept. 57TH, 1882, 

Notwithstanding the partial reopening of the Eaetern Question the Anglo- 
Egyptian embroglio aud the unsettled state of European diplomacy, which can. 
not but prejudiciaily affect Jewieh interests, the emigration work in this country 
ia nevertheless carried on with much zea! and determination. Indeed, I am 
already in a position to record many instances of wholesale emigrations. Last 
Friday but one the local branch emigration society received from ite contre 
orgavization at Galatz a telegram to the effect that 39 families, belonging to 
various cities, and all provided with the implements necessary for an agricultaral 
colony, left that city on board the steamer “ Tetis " for Palestine. The places 
these emigrants selected for colonization are Chefa, Gheoni and Meron whats 
they have acquired some property. Many other cities are making preparations 
for similar expeditions, and it is hoped soon to hear of a’ fresh start of 56 
families for the Holy Land. I seed mot dwell here again upon the particular 
causes that have provoked this wholesate emigration accompanied by all! the 


phenomena attendant on penury and misery; they aro well knuwn to the 


world. 

But a feeling of righteous indignation wrests itself from the breast of every 
honest man at the consideration that even this last means of escape on 
the side of the Jews ia followed by the curse of the I:umanians, not to their 
glory of course. The following instance of misconduct from some of the 
Roumanian militia speaks volames. Arrived at Constanza, a seaport in tho 
Dobrudecha, the 32 families were received with stone throwing on the part of 
eome Roumanian military officers.- The pereecuting spirit hovers all over 
Roumania. - At Galatz sorac families were detaine1 owing to the Prefect refasing 
to grant them passports. While the Government is professing to favour 
emigration, reducing to half fares railway tickets for Jewish emigrants, they 
secretly enjoin the authorities of the country to harrass the Jews under some 
pretext or other in order to make their emigration impossible. Notwithstanding 
thesc obstacles the emigration movement has becom: wileapread throughout 
the country. In every locality, be it ever s0 small, there exists an emigration 
society, A’'l Roumatian Jews are joiging hand and beart to achieve the grand 
work that imposes itself upoa them by force of circumstance. Union is strength. 
Never, indeed was such a rapprochement observed among the Jews here as at 
the present moment. Adversity and sad experience reader people wise. 

At a sitting held last week at the local branch emigration society a resola- 
tion was adopted to the effect that collecting boxes should be placed ia every 
Jewish bouse. When the resolation was carried several poor Jewish tinkers 
who were present at the sitting came forward and spontancously offered to 
make and present the boxes, | ey

not poor but merchants and landlords who have sold all they possessed ia order 
to escape from the bad treatment to which they had so long beea subjected. 
Everyone of the 228 emigrants has left at his own expenses and has not asked 
for any assistance whatever from the fund collected by the Central Committee 
at Galatz for the purpose of facilitating emigration. | 

Like the Russians, the Roumanians are beginning to fee! the absence of 
the Jews, who as has been the case with their coreligionists in Rassia, have bsen 
expelled from the ema!l towns and villages, and to complain of the stagaation 


of commeres. In fact the prodacts of the ground which the Jaws were wont — 


to purchase on the spot and for ready cash now remaia in the fleids for want 
of purchasers. Wheo pressed by imperious uscessity toe caltivators are obiiged 
to send their produce to the salea and to offer it to the Greeks, from whom they 
naturally: receive less in the absence of competition. Tne inhabitants of the 


towns complain that the Jewa will no longer lend, purchase or speculate, the 


result being numerous failures and avsolute want of credit, withia as well as 


without the country. To remedy these evils tho anti-Semitic ‘societies are 


organising economical and commercial associations, but these are far from 
successful owing to the want of coufidence on the part of the public in ther 
promoters and managers. 


The Minister Bratiano has forbidden the Prefects of departments to deliver 
passports to any Jews who are not nataralised or who are not andor the pro- 


tection of the foreign consuls. If any Jews are desirous of crossing the frontier 
for any purpose whatsoever they must make a declaration io writing that they

Since my last letter several matters of importance have occupied the time 
and attention of the members of our community, and one of these matters has 
been brought prominently before us through the exertions of the Rov. Mr. 
Blaubaum, the minister of the St. Kilda Hebrow Congregation. 

It appears that there are in the Government Industrial Schools, which are 
maintained, by the State, for the care of neglected and criminal chiliren, some 
seven or eight children of the Jewish faith ; and it is asserted by Mr. Blaubanm 
that these Jewish children are deprived of that religious care and training which 
they should receive in order that they might be able to observe their ancestral 
faith. The reverend gentleman first applied to the Committee of the Philanthropic 
Society for their assistance in the matter, but that body of gentlemen held that 
the question did not come within their ecope. But Mr. Blanbaum was of opinion 
that as the Philanthropic Society possessed the machinery for the efficient 
management of such cascs it was the proper body to take charge of orphan and 
neglected Jewish children. I may here state that we have in operation in this 
colony what is called the “ Boarding-out System” in connection with these 
Industrial Schools, whereby the children are bearded out with respectable people 
under Government supervision, the State allowing a sum of five shillings per 
It is therefore urged by the Rew. Mr, Blaubaum 
that Jewish people could be found to take charge of our neglected and orphan 
children under this system, and that, aided by the Government allowance, the 
funds of the Philanthropic Society would not be much encroached upon, eapeci- 
ally ae, if the ecope of the Society were widened, subscriptions would be 
increased and new subscribers added, Not daunted, however, by the refusal of 
the Committees, Mr. Blanbaum obtained an influential requisition, calling upon 
the President of the Philanthropic Society to convene a general meeting of the 
subscribers for the purpose of “eliciting their opinion as to the beat course to be 
pursued with the Jewish children now in the Industrial Schools, as well as with 
cases Of a similar nature.” 

A meeting of the eubscribirs was accordingly he!d, when, after some dis- 


" cussion, it was resolved that it was highly desirable, both in the interests of 


Judaism and the Jewish community in general, that destitute orphans and 
neglected children of the Jewish persuasion, whether they be in the custody cf 
the State or otherwise, should receive a religious education in the house of some 
Jewish people of a trustworthy character, thus affirming a general principle 
only. The meeting then adjourned, pending a pablic.meeting of the Jews of 
Victoria, to be called at an early date by the President of the Philanthropic 
Society, for the purpose of carrying out the first resolution ; and it was resolved 
that the heads of the various Hebrew congregations in the colony be written to 
A preliminary meeting of heads of congregations 
and other Jewish institutions. was then held for the purpose of devising a 
scheme and preparing a series of. resolutions fo submit to a public meeting. 
The following resolution was carried : “ That a meeting of the subscribers to 
the Melbourne Jewish Philanthropic Society and other members of the Jewish 
community of Victoria be called by the President of the Philanthrop'c Society 
to take into consideration the further means to be adopted in relation to this 
matter.” 

"Now, with the exception of the addition of the words L have italicised, it 
appears to me that this resolation does not forward the matter one iota, and that 


it 18 just in nearly the same position ag when the meeting of the subscribora was . 


first called. It is thought by some that a new society for the special object of 
providing for orphan aud neglected childrea shou!d be foanded, but aa far as_ 
my individual opinion is concerned | quite agree with Mr. Blaubaum, that the 
establishment of a new society would be moet inopportune, not only on the score 
of economy, but aleo as the Philaathropic Rociety bas at present an organiza 
tion which would be enabled awply to. deal with the matter in question. The 
public meeting has not yet been called, and here for the present the enbject roste. 
The next matter of importance, which while not embracing so large a ephere 
as the neglected children, yet still affects the major portion of our community, 
is in relation to the office of Minister to the Melbourae Liebrew Congregation, 
the largest and wost influential congregation in the coloay. The term of office 
of the present minister expires in March next, and the committee of the con- 
gregation called a meeting of the members to take into consideration the 


necessity of advertising in the home, cvlonial, and other Jewish papera for | 


applicants willing to andertake the position of minister to the cougregation. 
‘This bas led to a long and noisy. discussion which has already extended over 
four mectings and of which the end is yet doubtful, Those who ere.favourahle 
to the present miuister are ranged on one side, and those who are uufavonrcable 
to him on the other, and as the congregation Is about equally divided, both in 
numbers and influence, on the question, the position of the -present minister 
must be far from happy. It was agserted by the commiites that their recom 


~ mendation to advertise was made in no unfriendly spirit to the minister, dnd 


that the present was not the time to report to the general hody as to the 
suitability or non-suitabiliiy for tho position of the present oceupant of the 
cflice. The general body, however, thought otherwise, and the imatter was 
relegated to the committee. Owing, however to internal dissensions the com- 
mittee were unable to continue their investigation or to bring up a report. The 
matter has now been left in the bands of a select committee consisting of the 
past presidente of the congregation to deal with, aud they are to investigate the 
complaints against the minister aud to bring up a report to the general body, 
The cause of the pereecuted Kussian Jews still excites our sympathies, and 
subscriptions in their aid continus to come in, owing in a great weasare to the 
excriions of the Board of Management of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, 
Saiches of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and 
the Jewish Young Men of Melbourne. The Rev. Isidore Myers, of Sandburst, 
is at present on a mission to the principal towns of the colony under the auspices 
of the Anglo-Jowish Avsociation, collecting subscriptions in aid of the Maasion 
-fiouse Fund and aided by letters from the heads of various denominations and 
the approval of the secular press, his mission has, so far beon very successful, 
A Russian refugee with his wife and children has arrived in Melbourne, He 
had travelled across Europe to England, whence he had been sent to the far 


west of America, where not fiadi.g any Orthodox Jowish institutions he left.

ACCUSATION IN HUNGARY. 
[FROM CORRESPONDENT. | 
BUDA-PESTH, 8TH SEPTEMBER, 1882. 


The first fruits of the journey of the Attorney-General Kozma to Nyiregyhaza 
have already been made apparent, The,]’rocureur Nagy is to be transferred to Pesth 
and the Procureur Iavas, of this city, is entrusted with the farther prosecution of 
the investigation into the Tisza-Eszlar affair. . At the same time the Assistant-T’ro - 
cureur Soos is to be sent to Miskolez, and will be replaced by another State advocate 
The appointment of Herr Havas ia not to the taste of the anti-Semitic agitators, 
who see in him a friend to the Jewish cause. In truth, these changes are nothing 
but preparations, in order that the dreaded turn which the inquiry will take may 
hereafter be more easily explained, It is a subject for rejoicing that the Investi- 
gating Judge Bary does not share the fate of his colleagues, and that for the present 
at least he will continue his functions. Had he,as he richly deserves, also beon 
transferred to another post; free scope would haye been given to the suspicions of 
the anti-Semites that a partisan bias had been given to the case, 

Herr Bary has now got his hands quite full, and will have to examine about 
Ife has taken with him the depositions and other 
official documents connected with the inquiry, thereby compelling the Attorney- 
General Kozma and the President of the Tribunal, Herr Korniss, to follow him. For 
the moment it is not anticipated that these journeys will exercise any great infla- 
ence, The authority and credit of Hangarian justice have been too much damaged 
and degraded to allow of the hope that the personal intervention of the chief legal 
representative of the Government can have the effect of removing the bad impres- 
sions which are current on this eubdject. . But the disputes between the Investigating 
Judge and the State Procureur, which have degenerated into newspaper polemics, 
aa well as the declarations of the boatmen concerning the preasure, even violence, 
which was employed in order to extort a confession from them, are facts which-can- 
not be explained away or denied, There now lies before the Royal Coart of Just ice 
at. Nyiregyhaza the protocol drawn up by the magistrate at Ifnez', who reporta 
therein that the three boatmen (two Christians and one Jéw) who were released — 
from custody declared that they and their companions, who aro atill in the House of 
Ono must 
shudder at the very thought of the dimensions, which this precea might have 
assumed were it not that through this incident light has been shed on this mournfal 
affair. To euch an extent did the information which was so widely circulated by 
the I nvestigating Judge through the Hungerian prees obtain credence, and so great 
was its semblance of truth, that even the most. sceptical minds were forced to the 
conclusion that the attempt ‘to. palm off the corpse alleged to havo been found in 

the Theiss as that of Esther Solymosi was the work of Jews probably in self-defence, 

but none the less were Jews the authors of the fraud, Now we learn once for all 
how much value is to be attached to the reports which were launched into the world 

with such romantic and fantastical enrroundings, for in fact there is not a tittle of 

truth ‘in the many dreadful stories which were sedu!ously divulged by those who 

even had they been trae, had no right ‘to make them public in the way they did. 

We are on the gui vire to know how the Tribunal will accept these highly compro- 

mising declarations in view of the apparent credibility of the confessions previously — 
made. | |

THE DAY OF ATONEMENT, 


Tus evening ushers in the most solemn day of the year for Jews. How-— 


ever little regard may be paid to all the other enactments of the Hols Law, 
the Jew, so long as he remains a Jew, keeps to-morrow sacred in the presence 
of his Maker and of his fellow-men, . It is the day of all days in the year 


in which the individual comes into prominence in Jewi-h religious observance. | 
-From the first solemn sounds of the Kol Nid/# till the seventh repetition of 


_ The Lord he is God” at the close of Neilah, each Jew’s thoughts are 
tarned on the relation of his soul to God and his position in the moral and 
spiritual order of the uuiverse. 

Our religion is above all things a social. one. Our festiva's are 
intimately connected with the national life of the past, our home-worship is 
family worship rather than private orisons, There is in Judaism no.ascetic 
concentration on the religious merits or demerits of self. There is a 
healthy avoidance of too minute introspection into the depths of conscious- 
nss which contrasts favourably with the intense pre-oceupation with self 


which forms the key to much of Christian piety. The Jew is not perpetually — 


on thorns to know if his soul is saved and how far he belongs to the elect. 


Judaism offers no field to the manias of revival or the hysterics of salya- 
tionists, 


But there is one occasion in the year on which Jadaism cali: upon its 
adherents to place themselves so'ely within the spiritual world and judge their 


lives entirely from the standpoint of the individual On Yom Kippur 
we are all called upon to lay bare our goals before the eternal laws of the 
moral universe and to ask ourselves how far our aciions have agreed with 
these immutable decrees. The exceptional position of the day tends to 
increase a thousandfold its solemnity. It is the only fast ordained by the 
Sacred Cole, the only occasion on which thie injunction is laid upon us by 
the Torah to efilict our souls. Judaism is a religion of joy not of sorrow, 


on Yom Kippur an is made and afftiction enjoined as a decree 


of the Almighty. 


It is not good for man to badd on his moral infirmities. He comes to 


think they are unavoidable and ineradicable and the debasing doctrine of 


is original tin ” confronts him with all its enervating influences. But | | 
on the other hand it is equally harmful to live on unconscious of | 


one’s moral state. We may arrest some encroaching degradation of our 


nature by turning the full light of our minds on its existence ; we may 


recoil at the goal to which our lives are thus seen to be hastening. It is 


the moral gains and losses made during a certain period, and this day of 


reckoning is afforded us by Divine Providence in the institution of the 


Kippur. 

It is worthy of notice that even amidst the direct appeal of the soul to 
Gop, Jadaism guards against any fostering of the spirit of self-assertion in 
religion. The confessions that recur throughout the day are general and 
individual ; “the sins that oe have sinned,” “not that J have sinned,” 
forms the refrain. There is no encouragement to the feeling of isolation 
from the social body. The self-reproach of the sinner is tempeted with the 
fellowship of his brother sinnors. The spirit of mortification, as the 
Catholic theologians have it, is alien to Judaism, and our wise masters have 
guarded against it in the sublime prayers that reminds us of our common 
humanity while recalling to us itsfailings. 


It is with this ¢pirit of Lusgble recognition of human infirmity that 


the Jew meets his Maken on the great Day of Atonement.. With humility 


indeed, but with no feeling of eteenal forfeiture of haman dignity, does each 
Israelite stand before the Aumiawry on the earthly day of jadgment that 
comes to him once in each year. .We feel that whatever our faults in the 


past, we are yet permitted by the grace of Eternal goodness to redcem that ° 


past in the days of life still wfore us. The consoling words “ye are 
cleansed ” give us new hope and a fresh impetus to the trae repentance of a 
better life. In the bold metaphor of the Rabbis, a new page in the Ledger 
of Life is turned, and we begin a fresh-account in the heavenly reckoning, 


This feeling of new resolves, rather than a despsiring sense of past 
lapses, should animate us as Jews on this solemn day, Judaism is practical ; 
it secks to do good rather than 60 repine at evil.- We have to face our deeds 
of the past year ; recognize with hamitiation wherein we have sinned, and 
determine in what manner sin can be avoided for the fatare. That is the 
practical problem which our religion offers for our contemplation daring the 
solemn hours of prayer, when the still small voice of conscience is pursuing 
its investigation into the acts of the past year, The Day of Atonement 


should end with fervent resolves to better ourselves in those things in which 


we have erred. 


The spirit in which such resolutions should be biteen'l is tanght us by the 
profound philosophy of the Kul Nidré. That much-abused prayer testifies 


tothe deep knowledge of -human nature in general, and of the Jewish nature 
In particular, which must have been possessed by its composers. The first 
‘tendency of the conscience-stricken man is to swear that he will not do the 


sinful act again, and, what is more, to trust that by the very oath he will 


have checked himself from all chance of again committing it. The Rabbis. 
teach with the Aol Nidié that sueh methods. of regeneration are vain and 


idle, and must be avoided. It is: not of any use to swear that we 
will cliange trusting to the oath to make us change, We must straightway 
alter ourselves so that we shall no longer be tempted to commit again the 
sin wherewith conscicnce justly clmrges us. Incidentally the Jewish doctora 
have couveyed a left-handed rebuke to such expedients as signing the pledge 


being regarded as efficacious in themselves. While we thus interpret the 


Kel Nidié as recognizing a great moral trath, we cannot see what objection 


there can be to the insertion of a‘word or two implying that the vows are 


those dealing with the re'ations of man and Gop, not of man and man, By 
this means all force would be taleen out of the argaments brought forward 
against this prayer by mediwval and modern enemies of the Jews. 


The thoughts that we have been expounding naturally lead us to reflect 


on the exact natare of the repentance which is called for from every pulpit 
in Judaism to-morrow, Repentance among Jews takes the form of 


resolves to avoid for the fatare the thing repented of. And_ it: would be 


well if the voice of the preacher should point oat how these resolves would 


best be fulfilled. Idle wishing is bat a poor outcome of theafilction of our 


souls enjoined by our religion, The attempt should be made to avoid our 
former habits ; we should repent of our habits rather than of our acts. We 
have to change ourselves before we ean change our actions, and our lives 
are but bundles of hatits, Thus to take a concrete example from the minor 


sins with which many a Jewish @ngcience will reproach itself to-morrow, it. 


is no use repenting of unduly having played cards unless we repent of the 


habit of seeking to fill up our leivure with frivolous excitement, whatever 
form it may take, cards, gossip, or sensational dramas, Again if our con- — 
science accuses us of too much addiction to money getting, we must rather try | 


to cultivate other aims to counterbalance this thav hope to avoid the prac- 


tice when opportunity is afforded of gratifying our propensities in that — 
direction. Let us get other and higher propensities, rather than hope that 7 


we will not gratify this one when opportanity arises. 


We have trenched somewhat on the office of the preacher i in , offering this 
advice to our readers for the coming festival. We would venture to address 


a few words of practical advice to the preachers who will address the con- 


gregations of England to-night and to-morrow. We have often observed abe 
that much of the benefit that would otherwise result from Atonement 
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mons is lost and marred by the absence of any concrete illustration to the 
ery “repent andsin not!’ It may be said that the preacher should leave 
to the conscience of his hearers what sins they should charge themselves 
with. That is merciful doubtless and spares his hearers pain, bat dos it 
fulfil the purpose of the sermon to bring home the lesson of the solemn day? 
That lesson can best be driven home by plain words and familiar allusions, 
and not by vague phraseology and genera! statenents. Ifthe preacher 
wishes to temper rebuke with mercy he may adopt the sympathetic “ we have 
erred” rather than the dictatorial “you have‘ sinned.” Bat in whatever 
form he puts it, let him speak of particular sins and point ont how they 
can be mended rather than of sin in general for which no recipe can be given, 

The day before us is a most solemi one and has been surrounded by 
our forefathers with every adjunct that conld increase the solemnity. The 
last words of the day are the same as the last words of a Jew’s life. And as 
the Talith encloses the head from the outer. world the. thoughts natarally 
fly to the awfal moment when the world about us. will. disappear from our 
sight, “‘ Repent one day before thy death ” said the. Jewish sage, anil 
explained, that, as we know not the day of death, we. should repent every 
day. The Neilah service reminds nus that we stand in the presence of the 
Scoreeme Jupoe at every moment of this earthly life eqaally as in the last 
hour, 


THE JEWS AND THE FOUNDATION OF MERTON COLLEGE, 
| OXFORD, 


The Hon. G. C. Brodrick, the Warden of Merton College, has contribated 
an interesting article on the early history of his college tothe current number 
of the Ninetcenth Century. But in hisintrodactory eketch of the various classes 
and individuals who exetted an inflaence on Oxford .in the thirteenth century, 
he has omitted all mention of the Jows. Had the paper dealt with the origin 
of any other Oxford college, it might not have been worth-whilo, in spite of 
the important position occupied by the Jews both in the city and university 
to have drawn atiention to the omission. Bat in the case of Merton, the 
neglect almost amounts to a positive error. For the Jews assisted at its foun. 
dation. and were brougt in more ways than one into close relations with its. 
authorities during the early days of ita existence.. 

In 1262 Walter de Merton obtained permission to make over certain of his 
Surrey estates to the neighbouring priory of Morton for the-sapport of sclolars 
proceeding thence “ to the schools.” In other words ho is uaderstool to have 
founded exhibitions at Oxford for poor students. Io thoee days. the scholard 
lived in private lodgings or halla, many of which it could easily be showa were 
kept by Jews, There were then no colleges, and it wa4 not until 1267 when 
Walter de Merton determined to fatrodace a new featara into Oxford life, that 
they appear to have been contemplated. Da Merton resolved in that 
year to acquire some houses in Oxford for the residence of his dependent 
scholars where they might be brought together to live under the immediate 


superintendence of himself or his agent. With this intention he entered into | 


negotiations with the Jewa, Their house property in Oxford was surprisingly 
large. Not only did they own the streets known in modimval times as the 


Jewries tint in every parish of the city: houses had passed into their hands 
~ and upon the present site of Merton Cullege stood some of their property. After 


several delays its purchase by Walter de Merton was effected, and thus the 
college and the college system may be said to owe their first home to the 
agency of the Jews. 
The.document witnessing the transfer af property, which is still preserved 
among the college archives, is one of the fullest records of the kin l extant aud 
gives us several valuable details of the ordinary life of oar mediwmval forefathers. 
The owners of the propetty were Jacob and Anna (Mn) his wife, but they 


were no longer themselves resident in Oxford, Tuey had removed to London, | 
_ and returned to Oxford to superiatend the sale which had by law to take place 


there, Jacob is describe} as the son of a London rabbi, Magister Mosey 
(23197 Av 35) and bis signatare in Hebrew still appears at the foot of the 
died, The price paid by Walter de Merton for the hoases—apparently two in 
number—was thirty marke, a sum which it is difficult to represent in money of 
our own day, but which might perhaps be estimated at about five hundred 
pounds. Jacob promises to protect the scholara and fellows of the house from 


all false claims onthe property, and to recompense them lavishly if ever he or~ 


his heirs should countenance any attempt to deprive the new holders of their 
full rights over it. The witnesses to the transaction include among the Christians 


the Mayor of Oxford and among the Jews one Moses who is designated as the 


Parnase of the Oxford Congregation. Another Jewish witness is from Cricklade 
and of an Italian descent and another from Fxeter, The deed concludes witha 
solemn affirmation in the Hebrew lauguage by Jacob himself, attesting that all 
Latin that precedes is understood by him, and is absolutely tras, An impression 
of his seal inscribed “Jacob d’Londres"” completes the roll, a copy of which 
may be found printed at length in Tovey’s “ Anglia Judaica.” | 

A fow years later the authorities of Morton College were agaia associated 
with their Jewish neighboars bat in a less amivable spirit. la 1258 Oxford was 


the sééne of a somewhat amusing episode in Aaglo-Jewish history.. A proces-- 
sion of priests and students was going on Ascensioa day towards the church of. 


St. Frideswide (now the Oxford Cathedral) when a certain Jew (in the words 
of Authony & Wood) © cacouraged by othera of bis profession did in contempt 


of Chriet svatel a cross from its bearer and break it under foot.” Tho porpe-. 
trator of this sacrilege could not be found aad the Jews of the city were ordered — 
by the King, to whom the incident was reported, to erect at their own expense 


“a fair and stately cross of marble to be set in the place where this fact was 
committed” and to provide likewise a portable silver cross to be used as a 
university mace. With great reluctance the Jewa contributed the money 
required for the mannfactare of the crosses, but when the large cross was com. 
pleted, difficulties arose as to where it should be set up. The citizsns declared the 
site first selected to be very inconvenient, and a second was fixed onin proximity 
to the entrance of the synagogue, bat that. was likewise abandoned. It was 
when the aniversity authorities wore placed in this difficalty that the scholars and 
fellows of Merton reqaested that the monument might be erected near the sits 
of their newly founded college, and the request was granted. According to 
early Oxford antiquaries the cross stood in an open space within the college 
walls for two hundred years aud was constantly pointed out as a memorial 
of the eternal infamy of the Jews. Unhappily for the reputation of those who 
prophesiod its permanence, in the reign of Henry VI. the cross fell down and 
ite ruins were soon removed. A witty inscription was found upon its base 
detailing in pithy Latin verses its original history : 

Quis meus avetorcrat ? Judaei: quomodo? sumptu, 

Quis jussit. ? Regnans: quo procurante ?. Magistris. 

Cur? Cruce pro fracta ligni: quo tempore? Festo. 

Astensus Domini: quis erat locus? bic ubi sist. 

(Who was my author ? The Jews. How? At their expense, 

Who ordered [me},? The. King. At whose request ? The gradua‘es, 

Why? Because the wooden eross was broken, .Whea ? On Ascension Day. 

Where ?. Here where I stand.) 
It was thue that Merton College undertook to visit their iniqaities upon the 
Jews, 

In other positions than that of fouader of the college Walter de Merton 
came into connection with the Jews. As Coanc-lior of England he had to regulate 
many of their dealings with their Christian neighbours, and after the date of 
the Oxford scandal his hand Isy heavy wpon them. He released their debtors 
of the obligation to pay them their debts in many counties in Eaglaand and 
jadged with little leniency thé irregalarios of which they were from tims to 
time éuepected. 

It is needless to go here into further detail. Sach facts as those to which 
we have referred have a two-fold value. They illastrate the history of early 
Oxford as well as that of mediwval Judaism and it is. surprising that under 
their first aspec', Mr. Brodrick should have totally neglected them. 


THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 

The Committee * The Advance Guard” which was formed si Jef, in tha 
early part of ‘the year to take the neceesary initiatory steps prior to the 
establishment of Jewish colonies ia Palestine by Russian and Rowrseetan Jows, 
has izaued a statement of ites income and expenditure from the 21st «f Marcli to 
the 3let of July. The income, derived chiefly from donations fron private 
iddividua!s, and from collections made by some Jewish journals in Germany 
and Russia, amounted to 5,487 franca, of which 4.783 francs have been speat, 
2150 francs were expended ia the travelling expenses of surveyors of lanl 
for proposed settiements, and of Mr. Actzallak, the Honorary President, to 
Constantinople, and 1,490 frances in relief to poor fugitives from Russia.

GERMANY.

During the stay of the Emperor and other members of the Imperial family 
in Silesia, to take part in the autumn maneavres of the Germany army, the 
Crown. Princess (Princess Royal of England) paid a visit to the newly-erected 
Jewish Orphan Asylom in Breslau. Her Imperiai Highness minutely inspected 
every part of the building, and took particular interest in the inmates them- 


_pelves, from one of whou.she accepted a bouquet. The Princess expressed her 


great satisfaction both with the building and with its internal arrangements. 

A few weeks ago we published some statistics showing that the number of 
deaf-mutes aud blind among the Jews in Germany greatly exceeded those among 
other denomivations. The eame appeare to be the case with idiots, of wh m 
there are among Jews 33°9, awong Protestants 241, and among Roman Catholics 
23-7 for every 10,000 inhabitants belonging to theese respective denominations. 
Tse cause of this predotninance of sfilictions among the Jews ia attribated to 
the marriages which are to so large an extent contracted among blood relatives, 


CONSTANTINOPLE.—Count Isaac de Camondo, who happene!l to be in Constanti- 


‘nople during the celebration of the Mahomeian festival of the Bairam, was invited 


by the Sultana to be present at tae ceremony of kissing his Majesty’a hand whieh 
took place at the Dolma Bagtsche Palace. At the close of the ceremony the Sultan. 
summoned Count Camondo to his side, and expressed his satisfaction with thas 
gentluman’s presence in the capital. Afcer @ brief conversation his Majesty con- 
ferred on the Count the Order of the Medjidie, second class, and on his father, the 


first class of the same oriler. 


France —An admirable Jewish society has recently beea founded in Paris. It 
bears the name of L’Union Scolaire, aud has been established by former pupils of 
the Consistorial (Jewish) and General Schools with the object of finding employ- 
ment for youths leaving school and of giving aid to old scholars who are in needy 
circumstances, This aid is likewise extended to the parents, widows, and children

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA, 


From later information relative to the anti-Jewish riots at Preni (Govern- 
ment of Suwalk), we learn that the Jews being outnambered dared not protect 
themeelves as their brethren had effectually done in previous similar cases and 
consequently they as a rule concealed themselves in various parts of their 
honees. Nevertheless, many men, women, and children wore seriously injured, 
two of them fatally. Several of the injared persons had their limbs brokea. 
Happily the rioters did not appear to have resorted to the worst form of outrage 
to which previous anti-Jewish riots had accustomed us. 

Asa farther proof of the ill-will which the Governors bear towards the 
Jews—a subject which has beon fally treated in the letters of our St. Petorsbarg 
correspondent—we may mention that the Governor of Mohilew has lately been 
engaged in pereonally distributing a book written by a municipal councillor in 
which the most shamefal charges are brought against the Jews. 

The amount collected at Balta for the relief of the sufferera by tho riots 
reached 90,900 roubles, which were distribated in sams ranging from 1 to 1,200 
roubles. The inequality of these grants has excited considerable surprise. 

The Communal Chirch Messenger publishes a letter from the Jewish con- 
gregation at Berdiansk, which states that the rewards bestowed on clergymen, 
for their courageous conduct in attempting to put a stop to anti-Jewish. dia- 
turbances, were actually given to priests who had the ieast claim to them, 
whilst these worthy men, who at the risk of their own lives saved those of 
many Jews as well as their property, wers entirely left oat in tho cold. Ths 
writere of the letter, while expressing their deepost gratitude to those who 
roally rendered valuable servicss to the persecuted, have. deomed it their duty 
to bring this act of injustice to the notice of the higher authorities, including 
the Archbishop and the Governor. Thera ssem, however, to bo still somes 
fanatics among the Greek Catholic clergy, for recently a priest at Berislaw 
refused to allow the burial service to be read over ths remaias of a young 
servant, because she Lad been in the employment of Jews. 


Four Jews residing at Grodistché (in the Gevernment of Kieff), are about 
to open a private bank for the purpose of granting loans without interest to 
necessitous persons without distinctiun of religion, With this object they have 
Thetr hamane action has. received ‘the 
highest commendation in the locajity from Jews. and Christians alike. Several 
Jews from the same town who h4d emigrated to America, have returned there, 
the majority but half clad, and all of them pale and emaciated. Thanks to the 
benevolence of their coreligionists, relief was immediately afforded them, 
whilst more permanent help in the shaps of agricaltural emp!oymoat was sab- 
sequently obtained for them in the neigtibourhood. 

Now and then, says our Hebrew ecoatemporary at Warsaw, a streak of light 
appears among the thick darkness in which the Rassian Jews are now 
enveloped. Such a’streak has been the appointment of Ilerr Abraham Kupernik 
a highly respected Jewish resident of Kielf, as treasurer of the Asylum for the 
Aged and Needy of that city, Lere Kapernik holds two other public appoint- 
ments, viz, that of Municipal Councillor and of Visiting Justice of the 
prisons, 

The extraordinary developmont of the Judaistic sect of so-called “ Sabbot- 
niks ” (because they keep the seventh and not the firat day as a day of rest and 
prayer) is attracting considerable attention ia Rassia. Ia tho district of 
Lenkoran alone they number no less than 2 900 souls. 

The criminal tribuual at Odessa has condemned 12 persons found guilty of 
having taken part in anti-Jewish excesses at Alexandrowo on the 5th of May 
to terms of imprisonment varying from 6 months to 12 years, with hard labour. 

Disastrous fires, by which Jewa are the heaviest sufferers, continue to be 
the order of the day in certain parts of Russia. Theo latest numbers of the 
Llamelitz contains lists of these conflagrations, of which the most serious appear 
to have taken place at Choslowitz, where among other buildings five Jewish 
synagogues were destroyed and at Pichowitz (Government of Minsk). In each 
town upwards of 200 houses were .burnt. The prompt relief sent from Minsk 
was the means of saving wany persons at Pichowitz from death. 

According to*tnformation published in several Russian papers it is con- 
temp! ated to issue an order forbidding Jews to exchange their Jewish for Rassian 
names. This would be acurious way of bringing about the desired assimilation 
of Jews to Christians. 

Attacks on Jews are reported to have occurred at Warsaw during the last 
few weeks. ‘The victitns were asa rule drink-sellers, and in on» instance tho 
number of assailants was so large that a strong police force was required to 
effect their capture.: The greatest vigilance will bo required to prevent these 


_ disturbanccs from assuming larger proportions. 


The attack which General D.enteln, Governor-General .of Kieff, male on 
the Jews in the address which. he delivered at Balta, created so unfavourable 
an opinion in St. Petersburg that it caused a heavy fallin the valae of stock. 
The Jows in Balta, who had begun to hope for better times, have again been 
plunged into despair by the language employed by the Goveraor-General.

THA RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 


The Central Committee of the Alliance [sradlite Universelle announces in 
ite report for August ite intention of supporting the work for the repatriation 
and distribution of the Rasso-Jewish refugees at Brody, in accordance with the | 
conditions laid down by the recent Conference at Brody. The Special Committee 
at Paria adhered to its decision relative to the distribution of a number of fami- 
lies among Jewisl) communities. According to a communication from Munich, 
published in the Zsraelit, nearly 800 individuals, mostly young married men and 
women with children, passed through that city on the 30th ult. ea route from 
Brody to France, where they intend to settle ; but these do not form the fami- 
lies who had been selected by MM. Brann, Cahen, and Veneziani for settlement 
in that country at the expense of the Paris Committee. 

The emigration to America will not cease entirely, the Emigrant Aid 
Society of New York having coneonted to receive 400 emigrants per month, pro- 
vided they are sont only by the Brody Committee aud from no other place. 

The Central Committee of the Alliance, while thanking the Committees and 
communities in Aleace, France, Holland, and Italy, who have consented to receive 
Russian fugitives, earnestly appeals to its coreligionists to adopt a number of 
ussian orphans, and it begs the several bodies interested in the subject to 
occupy themselves with this particularly interesting task, in which they will 
cortainly meot with the sympathy and charitable support of the Jewish congre- 
gations and philanthropic societies, 

The Jewish Consistory at Oran has announced ita readiness to receive fifty 
Russian families, who would be distributed among the communities in that cir- 
cumecription, The Central Committee of the Alliance, however, view the offer 
with disfavour, first, because the emigrants would be suddenly transplanted into 
a country where it would be more difficult to learn the language than in Europe 
or America ; and secondly, because the exporionce of the Alsatians has shown 
that a settlement in Algeria is beset with great drawbacks for Northern races. 

From the 15th of July to the 15th of August, up to which date the last 
oflicial statistics are published, the number of refegees at brody had decreased 
by 3,810 persons. 

The repatriation or dispersion af the Rassian Jews who in large numbers 
had arrived in Constantinople, is approaching complotion, between 20 and 30 
families still remaining in that city. During the month, of July the Regional 
Committee of the Alliance in the Turkish Capital seat 80 families and 58 indi. 
viduals, at an outlay of 48,207 franca, to O.leass, Sebastopol, Salonics, Philip- 
popolis, Beyrout, Jaffa, Galatz, Vienna, Marseilles, and-London, At BSalonica 
all the families are lodged, and some of them fed, at the expouse of the com- 
munity, until their heads succeed in earning theit own living. Several persona 
have already obtained employment or have been started in business, The new 
comers, as a rule, have suffered severely from the change of climate. . 

Tho Russian refugees who were selected at Brody for settlement in Paris 
at the expense of the Société de Bienfaisance, are commencing to arrive in that 
city in two weekly batches of between 70 and 80 persons in each, It is 
expected that the entire number of about 590 will have arrived in Paris within 
amonth, The Austrian and French railway companies convey them -at half- 
price, but the Bavarian lines demand fall fares.. Tne new comers on their. 
arrival in Paria are received by members of the committee of the Benevolent 
Society by whom they are conducted to their temporary quarters in the Rue 
Jeanne d’Arc where lodgings have been hired for them. ‘Ihe society besides 
paying the rent for the first term, provides the strangers with farniture and 
kitchen nteneils,and for the present maintains each family by means of week! 
relief, Fifteen francs per week are allotted to a family consisting of 10 indivi- 
duals, but this sum ie naturally increased proportionately to the number of 
ita members. Several of the Russian Jews found employment within a few 
hours after their.arriva!, and as the adult. male section of the refugees consists 
chietly of able workmen, it is expected that the Committee of the Socid.4 de 
Bienfaisance, of which Baron Edmond de Rothschild is President, will have no 
difficulty in obtaining situations for all. In order to avoid a concentration, 
the effect ef which would be extremely injarious, the Committee propose 
eventually to disperse their protdzés by settling them in oatlying districts of 
Paris, where rents are moderate, 


ALLIANCE ISRAELITE UNIVERSELLE, 

The great pressure of work thrown on every department of the Alliance Israél 
ite Universelle by the troublea in Russia, and by the important task of arranging 
for the relief, emigration, and dispersion of the Jewish fugitives from that country, 
has delayed the publication of the Centra! Committee's report for the seoond half of 
1881 until within the last two or three weeks, when it appeared together with the 
report for the first half of the current year. How important and varied the labours 
of the Alliance-and its off-shoots have been in favonr of the Russian Jewa is 
apparent from the concise narrative, which occupies about 15 pages of the report, 
and of which the principal items have from time to time found dne notice in the 
columns of this journal. Weare again glad to observe the continued improvement 
in the position of the Jews in the East generally. Their almost total immunity from 
persecation is beet shown by the fact that, apart from the “(Kuvre Russe,” the 
remainder of the report on what may be termed the politico-philanthropic work of 
the Alliance occupies little more than one page, and is on the whole of a satisfactory — 
character. ‘ 

The most gratifying section of the report, relating as it does to the intellectual 
advancement of the rising generation of Oriental Jews, is the chapter on schools, 
from which we gather that there are at present 47 schoole (of which about 80 are 
for boys only) subventioned by the Alliance, and wholly or partially managel by 
that society through its central and local committees. Since the publication of the 
last report there has thus been an increase of 7 schools, viz., 3 for boys and 4 for 
girls. The last named figure is of extreme significance, as it proves that the necessity 
for extending education to Jewish girls is rapidly gaining ground in the East, 
where only a few years ago schoola for girls were but all but unkaown. The inati- 
tutions are situated at Aleppo, Adrianople, Bagdad, Beyrout, lMaifa, (Palestine), 
Conetantinople, Damascus, Dardanelles, Jaffa, Jamboli, Jerusalem, Larache, Philip- 
polis, Rustchuk, Salonica, Samacoff, Shumla, Smyrna, Sofia, Tunis, Varna, and — 
iddin, and contain in the aggregate about 7,100 pupils, the largest namber in one 
establiahment being 950 in the boy's school at Tunis, In 12 schools there are also 


_ departments for technical instruction and for the placing of apprentices, the funds 


for this purpose being for the most part provided through the munificence of Baron | 
de Hirsch, who is one of the warmest patrona of the noble work of the Alliance,

THE NEW YEAR FESTIVAL. 

The attendances at the synagogues on the first day of the New Year were 
unusually large, notwithetanding the fact that the early advent of the festival had 


induced many families to prolong their stay on the continent and at the seaside, 
With one or two exceptions, notably at the Great Synagogue, there wasa marked 


- falling off in the attendances at the Metropolitan synagogues on the second day. 


We append reports of the services which have réached us. 

No sermons were delivered in any of the City synagogu%s or at the Eust London 
synagogue on the festival. At the Great Synagogue, which as usual was completely 
filled, the services on the first day were conducted by the Rev. M.. Hast, assisted b; 
Mr. Korn, the Rey. .M. Keizer, the Second Reader, having been forbidden by his 
medical adviser to read the Morning Service, owing to his not having com- 
pletely recovered from hia severe indisposition. Hust. was seized. with 
sudden illness and prevented from attending the synagogue on the sscond day. In 
his abeence the Masaf service was real by the Rev. Mr, Keiser to the great satisfac- 
tion. of the congregation, this being we believe the firat oceasion that the reverend 
gentleman has conducted that service eince he has held office in the Great Synagogue. 
The Rev. 8. Spiers preached on the Sabbath of PRepentance. In consequence of 
indisposition the Rev. A. Barnett, the veteran Reider of the New Synagogue 
and senior Chazan of the United Synagogue, waa unable to officiate on either 
day, his place being taken by the Rev, Isaac Cohen. The morning services were read 
by Mr. Stern.

Atthe Bayswater Synagogue the ordinary ecats as well as the special seats placed 
between the reading desk and the Ark were fully occupied The officiating ministers 
were the Reve, 1. Samuel aud R. Harrie, The Rev. Dr. H. Adler preached on the 
first day. He devoted his rermon to the gathering up of the lessons taugh: by the 
momentous events of the past year. He stigmatired the existence of a so-called 
Jewish Question asa foul blot upon this century. He dwelt earnestly upon the 
importance'of preserving the unity of Judaism and deprecatod the establishment of 
such @ Civision as had been recently advocated by a Jewish writer in an influential 
review. The preacher contended that it was not Judaism but the Jew that necded 
reforming, that it behoved them to forbear from exviting cupidity by heaping up 
money-bags, that they should stand before the world not as craven, ccinging weak- 
lings renouncing their distinctive observances for the sake of contermity with the 
revt of the world, but as whole-hearted, Whole-douled Jows, loyal to the core, in whom 
no iniquity was to be beheld, no perverseness to be seen, becauss the Lord was wit 
them, to Whom they gave the inmost homage of their heart. 

The services at the New West End Synagogue were conducted by the Rev. M. 
Haines and Mr. Morris Dapare. On thie first day of the Festival the Rev. 8. Sinzer 
delivere!a sérmon based on the text “ Here am (Genesis xxii.), this expression 
having been the response which Abrabarn made when summonel bythe Almighty. 
The reverend preacher pointed out thatthe same sentimen's which were conveyed in 
the single yet expressive word ‘339. should animate Jews at the present day and 
that no sacrifice should be thought too great in the interests of Judaism. He gave 
a brief retrospect of the many trials which the Jewish race in general and several 
members of his congregation in particular bad undergone during the past year, 
and in exhorting his hearers to make amends for any rejigious neglect in the pist, 
he condemned the religious indifference which was shown all the yeir round by 
many Jewa who presented the anomaly of being Jews and yet desecrating the 
Sabbath, of being Is:aelites, and yet refusing to do aught in the interests of their 
religion or their race, On the Satbata of Repentance Mr. -‘Siuger delivered a dis- 
course in which he dwelt at length on the neccasity for a better knowledge of the 
Hebrew language and of the rich Hebrew literature. He pointed oat how Mere ¥ 
was the common bood which knit the Jews together in every part of the wo:ld, 
thus, giving our people.a great advautage over the followers of other. 
For whilet a Protes‘ant Christian would probably be unable to ualwstead:a worl
